Protest 


I  Enough  Is  Enough  | 

A  challenge  has  been  plaeed  before  the  students  of  MSG. 
Can  they  continue  to  display  the  drive  and  determination  dis¬ 
played  in  rioting  in  working  out  concrete  solutions  to  the  food 
problem  peacefully? 

A  committee  has  been  elected  to  represent  the  students’ 
complaints  about  the  cafeteria  food  before  the  administration. 
The  question  is:  Will  it  function?  The  answer,  we  believe,  has  to 
be  yes. 

The  students  must  apply  the  same  pressure  on  the  commit¬ 
tee  that  they  have  applied  to  the  administration.  They  must 
literally  bury  the  committee  with  specific,  written  complaints 
and  suggestions  about  the  food.  They  must  continuously  put 
their  ideas  before  the  committee.  They  must  demand  that  the 
committee  act  or  answer  for  its  inaction.  But  the  students  must 
also  allow  the  committee  a  reasonable  time  to  act. 

The  process  for  correcting  the  situation  has  been  set  up. 
It  remains  for  the  student  body  and  the  administration  to  bar¬ 
gain  in  good  faith.  Both  sides  must  allow  the  process  of  law  and 
order  to  solve  the  problem. 

We  firmly  believe  that  a  report  presented  by  the  elected 
committee  of  students  and  backed  100%  by  the  student  body 
carries  much  more  weight  with  the  administration  than  repeat¬ 
ed  demonstrations  and  rioting.  The  answer  to  a  riot  is  police 
dogs  and  tear  gas.  The  answer  to  written  proposals  is  action. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  demonstrations  are  wrong.  They  serve 
to  bring  the  problem  before  the  public.  They  also,  serve  to  show 
the  amount  of  support  behind  a  protest.  But  once  the  problem 
has  been  presented  and  once  support  has  been  shown,  it  re¬ 
mains  for  elected  representatives  to  negotiate,  deliberate,  and 
solve  the  problem.  It  is  time  to  stop  demonstrating  that  there 
is  a  problem.  It  is  time  to  begin  to  solve  that  problem. 

Any  further  demonstrations  of  any  type  at  all  will  only 
further  aggravate  the  situation.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  student 
to  stop  and  think  that  these  demonstrations  are  underminhig 
the  Northwest  Missouri  State  College  and  are  destroying  the 
years  of  work  in  building  up  respect  and  goodwill  for  the  col¬ 
lege.  This  is  your  college.  Do  not  continue  to  disgrace  her  name. 

We  endorse  the  leadership  of  the  Union  Board  and  of  the 
elected  committee.  We  suggest  that  recognition  be  extended 
only  to  those  students  duly  elected  and  that  the  student  body  be¬ 
gin  to  co-operate  with  the  administration  in  working  out  a  so¬ 
lution. 

Any  suggestions  or  complaints  should  be  made  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Food  Committee.  Any  such  written  suggestions  left 
at  the  Northwest  Missourian  office  or  sent  to  the  Northwest 
Missourian  through  campus  mail  will  be  immediately  forwarded 
to  the  committee  chairman.  — Bob  Johnson

To  Republicans

Goldwater  Committee. 

On  April  1,  Mrs.  Johnie  Imes, 
former  Vice  Chairman  of  State 
Young  Republicdns  and  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  State  Committee, 
gave  a  most  informative  talk 
to  the  group  on  “Practical  Pol¬ 
itics.” 

In  considering  our  present 
political  thought,  Mrs.  Imes 
said,  “Our  government  is  bas¬ 
ed  on  liberty.  Tlie  men  who 
formed  our  government  did 
not  think  they  were  bestowing 
liberty  on  the  people,  rather 
they  felt  that  liberty  was  a 
natural  right  and  that  the  func¬ 
tion  of  government,  was  to  pro- 
teset  liberty  and  not  to  manipu¬ 
late  it.  Now  we  have  adopted 
a  set  of  political  ideas  which 
reject  this  principle  and  phil¬ 
osophy.”

clde  on  the  formation  of  the 
committee. 

Union  Board  Chairman  Dick¬ 
ey  presided  at  the  afternoon 
meeting.  He  described  the  pro¬ 
cedure  outlined  by  President 
Jones  and  proposed  that  the 
committee  be  composed  of  15 
men  and  15  women  represent¬ 
ing  their  respective  dorms, 
elected  according  to  the  pro¬ 
cedure  set  up  by  the  dorm 
councils.  The  chairman  would 
be  appointed  by  the  Union 
Board,  and  all  members  .would 
have  to  have  a  2.0  grade  aver¬ 
age  and  could  not  be  on  pro¬ 
bation.  Cramer  stated  that  ac¬ 
cepting  a  committee  was  sec¬ 
ond  best  and  went  on  to  state 
the  objective  of  the  student 
action:  “To  give  impetus  to  the 
administration  to  improve  the 
quality  of  preparation  of  food 
for  students  served  in  the  cafe¬ 
teria.”  Other  students  cited 
the  inability  of  past  committees 
to  effect  changes.  Mr.  Belcher 
stated  that  the  committee 
should  draw  up  a  menu  satis¬ 
factory  to  the  students  and  rec- 
commend  the  equipment  neces¬ 
sary  to  produce  that  menu.  The 
administration  would  then  act 
on  the  recomendations.  He 
said  that  nothing  would  be 
pigeonholed;  either  the  admin¬ 
istration  would  act  on  the  sug¬ 
gestion  or  the  students  would 
be  told  why. 

John  Siehl  moved  that  the 
committee  be  set  up  as  de¬ 
scribed  by  chairman  Dickey. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and 
carried  without  a  dissenting 
vote. 

Monday  evening  students 
filled  one  side  of  the  Lamkin 
Gym  bleachers,  waiting  to  hear 
from  their  representatives. 
Cramer  explained  that  the  ad¬ 
ministration  would  not  meet 
the  students  in  mass  and  that 
they  would  deal  only  with 
elected  representatives  of  the 
students.  He  reinterated  his 
view  that  a  committee  was  sec¬ 
ond  best  and  that  authority 
rested  with  the  group  as  a 
whole.  Dickey,  despite  fre¬ 
quent  interruptions,  explained 
[  the  structure  and  functions  of 
1  the  committee.  Throughout  the 
I  .meeting,  members  of  the  audi¬ 
ence  continued  to  comment  and 
:aise  questions. 

Missourian  Co-Editor  Bob 
Johnson  stated  that  the  Mis- 
lOurian  backed  the  effoits  of 
the  students  to  get  better  food 
and  that  it  would  support  Uie 
jommiltee’s  actions.  At  the 
close  of  the  meeting,  the  stu¬ 
dents  present  accepted,  by  a 
large  majority,  the  formation 
of  the  30-member  committee 
and  the  dorm  election  process. 

Later  Monday  evening,  men 
students  marched  from  the 
campus  to  Main  Street  and  on 
south  to  the  sale  barn.  The 
demonstrators  blocked  traffic 
on  US  71  until  law  enforcement 
officers  broke  up  the  mob  with 
tear  gas.  The  students  regroup¬ 
ed,  marched  back  downtown, 
and,  after  obtaining  the  re¬ 
lease  on  an  arrested  student, 
went  back  to  the  campus. 

The  men  regrouped  in  front 
..  Hudson  Hall.  One  of  the 
main  glass  doors  was  broken 
and  the  men  streamed  into  the 
hall  on  a  pantie  raid.  In  the 
process  they  injured  the  house¬ 
mother,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Hilde¬ 
brand,  and  four  coeds  in  tlie 
dorm.  They  also  tore  a  tele¬ 
phone  off  the  wall  and  did  more 
than  minor  damage  to  the 
dorm.  Police  arrived  on  the 
scene  to  maintain  order.  The 


rioters  soon  returned  to  their 
dormitories. 

Tuesday  —  President  Jones 
asked  the  students  and  faculty 
to  meet  with  him  at  Lamkin 
Gym  where  he  explained  his 
and  the  college’s  position.  He 
stated  that  state  law  gave  the 
Board  of  Regents  authority  to 
establish  rules  for  student  con¬ 
duct  and  that  students  who  at¬ 
tend  this  college  must  comply 
with  those  ruies.  The  President 
described  the  provisions  of  the 
Student  Government  Associa¬ 
tion  for  handling  student  food 
complaints  and  said  that  any 
action  must  be  taken  through 
the  due  process  of  the  commit¬ 
tees  set  up  by  the  Union  Board. 

President  Jones  stressed  that 
law  and  order  must  be  main¬ 
tained  and  that  students  violat¬ 
ing  the  rules  of  the  college  do 
so  at  their  own  risk;  He  ask 
the  student  body  and  faculty 
to  join  with  him  in  creating  a 
better  image  of  the  college  in 
the  public’s  eyes. 

Tuesday  evening,  a  coeduca¬ 
tional  group  of  students  began 
forming  on  campus.  When  a 
parking  lot  dance  failed  to  ma¬ 
terialize,  they  began  to  mill 
around.  As  they  attempted  to 
move  toward  town  on  7th  St, 
the  students  were  repulsed  by 
tear  gas,  fire  hoses,  police 
dogs,  and  night  sticks.  Police¬ 
men,  patrolmen,  sheriffs  and 
deputies  sealed  off  the  campus 
and  moved  through  the  central 
areas  with  dogs  and  night 
sticks,  breaking  up  groups 
of  students  and  herding 
them  back  to  the  men’s  dorms. 


The  no-nonsense  policy  rrsnllcd 
in  the  arrest  of  fotir  men  .stu¬ 
dents  for  disturbing  the  pence. 
They  were  released  after  posl- 
in  $25  bond,  After  the  .sliideiits 
quieted  down  and  returned  to 
their  dorms,  the  police  relaxed 
their  control.
